CHAPTER t 

pREUMINAinr 


1. (I) This Ordinance mAjr be called the 
fdasjid (Acquisition of Area) Osrdirtiuloe, 109p. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

( 1 ) 
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2- In this Ordinance, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “area” means the area (including all the buildings, struc¬ 
tures or other properties comprised therein) specified in the 
Schedule; 

(b) “authorised person” means a person or body of persons 
appointed by the Central Government under sub-section (1) of 
section 7. 


CHAPTER II 

Acquisition op Ram Janma Bhumi-Babiu Masjid area 

3. On and from the commencement of this Ordinance, the right, title 
and interest in relation to the Ram Janma Bhumi-Babri Masjid area, 
as specified in the Schedule, shall, by virtue of this Ordinance, stand 
transferred to, and vest in, the Central Government. 


4. ( 1 ) The area shall be deemed to include all assets, rights, lease¬ 
holds, powers, authority and privileges and all property, movable and 
immovable, including lands, buildings, structures, shops of whatever 
nature or other properties and all other rights and interests arising out 
of such properties as were immediately before the commencement of 
this Ordinance in the ownership, possession, power or control of any 
person and all registers, maps, plans, drawings, records of survey and 
other documents of whatever nature relating thereto. 

(2) All properties aforesaid which have vested, in the ■ Central Gov¬ 
ernment under section 3 shall, by force of such vesting, be freed-ahd 
discharged from any trust, obligation, mortgage, charge, lien and all 
other encumbrances affecting them and any attachment, injunction, 
decree or order of any court or tribunal or other authority restricting 
the use of such properties in any manner or appointing any receiver in 
respect of the whole or any part of such properties shall be deemed to 
have been withdrawn. 

(3) If, on the commencement of this Ordinance, any suit, appeal or 
other proceeding, of whatever nature, in relation to any property wfiich 
has vested in the Central Government under section 3, is pending before 
any court, tribunal or other authority, the same shall abate. 

5. (1) The Central Government may take all necessary steps to secure 
possession of the area which is vested In that Government under section 
3. 


(2) On the vesting of the area in the Central Government under 
section 3, the person In charge of the management of the area Imme¬ 
diately before such vesting shall be bound to deliver to the Central 
Government or the authorised person, all assets, registers and other do¬ 
cuments in their custody relating to such area. 
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6 . ( 1 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sections 3, 4, 5f and 7, 
the Central Government may, if it is satisfied that any authority or 
other body is willing to comply or has complied with such terms and 
conditions as that Government may think fit to impose, direct by noti¬ 
fication, that the right, title and interest in relation to vest in the Central 
Government, vest in that authority or body either on the date of the 
notification or on such earlier or later date (not being a date earlier 
than the commencement of this Ordinance) as may be specified in the 
notification. 

( 2 ) When the right, title and interest in relation to the area or part 
thereof vest in the authority or body referred to in sub-section (1), all 
the rights of the Central Government in relation to such area or part 
shall, on and from the date of such vesting, be deemed to have become 
the rights of that authority or body. 

(3) The provisions of clause (b) of section 2 and sections 3, 4, 5, 7 
and 10 shall, so far as may be, apply in relation to such authority or 
body as they apply In relation to the Centra] Government and for this 
purpose references therein to the “Central Government” shall be 
construed as references to such authority or body. 

CHAPTER III 

Management administkation of property 

7. (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in any contract or instru¬ 
ment or order of any court, tribunal or other authority to the contrary, 
on and from the commencement of this Ordinance, the property vested 
in the Central Government under section 3 shall be managed by the 
Central Government or by a person or body of persons authorised by 
that Government in this behalf, 

(2) In managing the property vested in the Central Government 
under section 3, the Central Government or the authorised person shall 
ensure that the position existing immediately before the commencement 
of this Ordinance is maintained. 

CHAPTER IV 

Miscellaneous 

8. (1) The owner of any land, building, structure or other property 
comprised Inj the area specified in the Schedide shall be given by the 
Central Government, for the transfer to and vesting in that Government 
under section 3 of that land, building, structure or other pnoperty, In 
cash an amount equivalent to the market value of the land, building, 
structure or other property. 
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(2) Tjie OAimer o» any pertoh haiJing a claim against the owner may 
make a daim to the Central Groverninent or to a person authorised hy 
that Qovemtnent in that behalf wWhn a period of ninety days from the 
date of commencement of this Ordinance: 


r^vided that, if the Central GoVemmerit or the person so authbrlaed 
is satisfied that the claimant was prevented by sufficient cause from 
preferring''the Hiilm within the said period of ninety days, the Centrad 
Government or the person so authorised may entertain the claim within 
a further period of ninety days and not thereafter. 
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9. "fhe provisions of this Ordinance shall have effect notwithstanding 
anything inconsistent therefwith contained ih any other law for the tittle 
being in force or any instrument having effect by virtue of (my law 
other than this Ordinance or any decree or order of any court, tribunal 
or other authority. 
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10. No suit, prosOfeutiori or other legal proceeding shall He against 
tile Gfefitral QoVitrhment, authorised person or any of the officers or other 
employees of that Government or person for anytliing which is in good 
faith done or Intended to be done imder this Ordinance-

11. Notwithstanding anything contained in the Code of Criminal 
i^fOcedUte, ho eduft shall take cognizance of any offentfe uttder this 
Ordlhaiicb except on a complaint, in writing, made by the Central QdV- 
eriiment dC ahy CfflcCr authorised In this behalf by that Govemmfeiit. 


Power to 12. (1) The Central Government may, by notification in the Official 

make Gazette, make rules to cany out the provisions of thin Ordinance, 

rules. 

(i) Every rule made by the Central Government under this 
Oidlnahce shall be laid, as soon as may be after it is madC, befdrb ftaCfi 
tlcSUsd df Parliament, while it is itt session, for a total period bf tiiltty 
days which may be comprised! in one sessloh or in two or more sUceCssiVfe 
sessions, and if, before the expiry of the session immediately following 
the session or the successive sessions aforesaid, both Houses agree in 
making any modification in the rule or both Houses agree that the rule 
IfiiKuld not be made^ tire rule shall thereafter have effect only in such 
ihodlfied form or ba of nb effect, as the case may be; bo, hoVrever, that 
any such modification or annulment shall be without prejudice to the 
Validity of anything previously done imder that rule.
